will be expanded to include the current junior college programs, and will 
be renamed the "Columbian College of Arts and Sciences*" 

The Junior College, which was established in 1930, currently administers 
the first two years of the standard four-year college program ip. the liberal 
arts and sciences, as well as the two years of preprofessional work required 
for admission tjm to the university's schools o£ Pharmacy) Education) and 
Government, Business, and International Affairs* In addi tion, it provides 
two-year terminal curricula in accounting, home economics, physical sciences, 
and secretarial studies* All these programs will be administered by the newly 
named Columbian College of Arts and Sciences after September 1* George H* 

Koehl, dean of the Junior College, will become associate dean of the newly 
named college* 

The Associate in Arts degree, which has been required of all students 
upon completion of Junior College work, will become optional except for those 
students in the two-year terminal curricula* Instead, the student will receive 
a certificate stating that he has completed the prerequisites for advanced 
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staidly in the field of his choice. 

These changes were voted unanimously by the university Is beard of trustees 
msa at its annual meeting on May 11 upon reecraiendation of the faculty senate. 

"The original purpose for the establishment of a junior college her© was 
to facilitate the change from high school to independent university stuty," 
gold President Carroll. "Vie feel that this change can be accomplished equally 
well without placing freshmen and sopho; sores in a separate adaainistrattve 
division." 

Dr. Fred 3* Tapper, chairman of the executive committee of the faculty 
senate, said, "We felt tint freslmen and sophomores should bo caught up in the 
university atmosphere to a greater degree than currently under the junior 
college pattern of organization." 

Dean Calvin D. Linton of Columbian College, which under its new name will 
administer trie junior college programs, emphasized that the Junior College at 
its founding answered a need which no longer exists. "Thirty years ago," said 
Dean Linton, "there was a real need for the two-year program, since a great 
many students attended college for only two years. Today, the great majority 
of university students enter with the intention of completing a fair-year 
course." Dean Linton also emphasized that the current junior college pemoaoE 
advisory system, which is of necessity very different tvm that for upperclassmen, 
would be continued under the new administrative set-up. "Vie do not fool, however ,t 
he said, "that the advisory system alone is sufficient reason to justify two 
administrations,^ programs, and two different schools. Hie change wiH also 
eliminate a great deal of administrative overlapping and an unnecessary break 
in the student's four-year program."
